Let the place be meant of Chriſt, yet is Chriſt as King called 
the head, which is to my purpoſe : Kings and Princes are 
called hes not only for their eminent place or power; but 
for tlie great profic they ſhould bring unto the people, by 
ordering and governing them in a way moſt conducing for 
their good; which is of import againſt the e fcepbaliſti, 


the men of an headleſs way, and the Po/ycephaliſts, which 


_ are for many heads, both being monſtrous and unnatural. 


Kings being found to be Corner-ftones and heads, in re- 
ference to the publike State, or Government, we may pro- 
ceed to their Rejection and Exaltation , which are the parts 
of the Inſtance. Here I might ſhew how this hath been ve- 
riſied in other Nations, as amonꝑſt the Macedonians, Epi- - 
rot:, Danes, and in later times among the T.; but 
this time calling for it, I ſhall oneſy run the parallel in our 
preſent Soveraign Lord King Charles the Second, as a ſtone 
refuſed by man; yet exalted by God, and made the head of 
the corner.

By bxi/ders or architects here we are not forced to under · 
ſtand them to whom the government was legally commit · 
ted, not the; Archi-guberniſts, but meer Archimagoer which 
by crafty and cruel devices took upon them the govern+ 
ment, which ſhatched the reigus into their hands, andfor- 
ced to themſelves the Title of the Traſteer of the Nation, 
who under pretence of keeping, utterly ruined the liberties 
of the People, who in ſtead of holding forth a Sceprer of 
ſafery , held over their heads a Sword of terror. By theſe 
our true and lawful King was refuſed , or reprobated, (as 
the word in the Text hath it) uſed moſt baſely and unwor- 
thily, as the refuſe, recrement, or retriment, that I ſay not, 
as the excrement of men. Here he was to three Kingdoms, 
lawful heir, and apparent , yet not ſuffered to enjoy one of 
them, not a corner in any one, not to tule, but not to live 
in any one of his Dominions, but driven as a miſerabie exile 
to ſhift as well as he could in the wide world. After the 
fight at rreſter there was a thouſand pounds promiſed to 
any that could bring him into the hands of his enemies, that 
the price of his head, as we have cauſe enough to think. 
When he had found ſhelter among the Lo Datch, he was 
ſoon driven from thence by thoſe here, which had the bet- 
ter of that nation by ſea. His next remove was into France, 
where having found an '#mbrelo with his allies and royal 


relatives, he Was upon compact to be removed from thence - 


as ſoon as the men here had eloſed with that Monareh, and 
driven to hunt abroad for another covert, which for a 
ſmall time he found amongſt the Proteſtant Princes in high 


Germany, where he met not onely with civil uſage, but re- 


markable honor. VVhen our workmen had concluded a 


peace with France and the Low. countries, and a war begun 


with Spain, he was by that King taken into protection, 
which ſounds much to his honor with all true · hearted C 
yolift;, under that wing he remained till of late. Here 
have been two or three Parliaments (fo called) which made

ignorant that ſome (whocalled themſelves! a Parliament) 


it their firſt work to renounce his intereſt; and yon are not 
'abjured him, and decreed that he ſhould be abjured and ut

ing to recal their King , the diſpatch of their Proclamations 
to declare His Right, to proteſt their loyalty and ſubjection, 
to perſwade all to entertain Him as their Soveraign, to the 
exceeding joy e oct of the Peo- 
ple, which hath rung through the Nation, mounted up in 
multiplied flames like the Stars in number, the air rent with 
acclamations, and all theſe perſued with publike thankful- 
neſs to God, every good heart being a peporad ohne; for 
ſuch an offering.
